RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the Town Moderator determines the procedures to be used 
in Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without regard to parlia- 
mentary or other procedural rules. The voters can overturn the Moderator’s rules 
at any time, however. A motion to overturn the Moderator’s rules, or establish 
new rules, will always take precedence to other business which is already “on the 
floor”. 


So that you will know the ground rules by which we are maintaining order, these 
procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 


¢ The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that article is 
considered. 





¢ There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under the article. (usu- 
ally the first motion is to approve the article as it appears on the warrant) 





¢ All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 
e Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved and seconded. 


e All discussion must take place only when called upon by the Moderator. 
You must have permission from the Moderator before you can speak. 


e When the Moderator recognizes you, standup, speak out loudly and 
announce your name before proceeding with your comments. 





¢ If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by making an 
amendment. We will consider only one move to amend at any given time. 
When discussion regarding an amendment comes to a conclusion, the 
amendment will be voted upon. If the amendment passes we will then con- 
tinue considering the original motion as it has now been amended. If the 
amendment fails, we will return to considering the motion in its form prior 
to the motion to amend. 


° A secret written ballot will be used on any article when requested by any 
5 voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 


* A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when requested in writ- 
ing or orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). This action must be request- 
ed before we have already moved onto the next item of business. 


One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get action from 
the Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It’s okay to get up and ask a ques- 
tion or make a comment (as long as it’s relevant to what’s on the table), but if 
you want the Town Meeting to discuss and vote on your idea, you have to get it 
on the table with a motion. Let’s work together to have a successful and efficient 
meeting.

TREASURER'S REPORT 


This has been a good year for the Town of Freedom. The tax bills were sent 
out on time and the townspeople responded quickly with their payments. This 
enabled me, as your Treasurer, to make timely investments so the tax money could 
grow and the Town of Freedom could benefit. 

Finding good bank rates for our investments in the current market is a difficult 
task. Over the last 8 years, as Treasurer, I have borrowed almost $6 million so the 
Town could operate. The interest cost of borrowing $5 million was $61,400. By 
wisely investing tax revenue, I was able to earn $72,900 which meant there was no 
cost to the taxpayers. In fact, there was a net gain of $11,500 for the taxpayer. 

Again this year I have made every effort to protect and invest the town people’s 
money wisely, and will continue to do so as long as I am given the opportunity by 
the townspeople. 

Thank you for allowing me to serve as your Town Treasurer since 1993 (8 
years). I look forward to continuing to serve you as Treasurer of the Town of 
Freedom.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN REPORT 


While not marked by any one large issue, the Year 2000 was a very busy 
year for the Board. Overseeing the town-wide property re-evaluation; coordinat- 
ing continued maintenance and repair to the Town’s buildings; and working with 
the Road Agent on the Transfer Station redesign and construction consumed a 
tremendous amount of the Board’s time. 

Unfortunately, this is also the second year that Freedom was forced to deal 
with the impact of House Bill 999, the State Education Funding Bill, which 
necessitated that Freedom raise an additional $656,000 through taxes which were 
sent to the State for redistribution to ‘receiver’ Towns throughout the State. As 
we stated at Town Meeting 2000, Freedom is continuing its participation in the 
Coalition of Communities against HB 999. We believe that our efforts in this area 
are strongly supported by the taxpayers of Freedom, and remain hopeful that the 
Coalition will succeed in its effort to declare the funding method unfair and 
unreasonable. As we were writing this report on January 1 7th, NH Superior 
Court Judge Richard Galway issued a decision finding the statewide school prop- 
erty tax unconstitutional. While an appeal of this decision to the Supreme Court 
is likely, we are optimistic that Freedom will ultimately be relieved from this 
unfair tax burden. 

One of the projects completed this past year include the installation of new 
metal roofing on the Town Hall, which was funded at Town Meeting 2000. This 
project is part of a continuing effort to improve the Town Hall so that the build- 
ing will last long into the future. To continue this effort, the Board will ask the 
voters to either repaint or re-side the building with vinyl siding next year. 

After what seems like too many years of hard work and delays, the Town has 
been completely mapped and numbered for emergency Enhanced 911. While the 
process took much longer than we anticipated and has caused several minor 
numbering and street naming problems, we remain confident that all property 
owners will benefit from this system. Please remember that the success of this 
system relies on property owners placing street numbers that are readily visible 
from the street on their property. 

For those residents that use the Transfer Station, you have likely noticed that 
the site has been reconfigured. Due to sharply increasing operating costs that are 
directly attributed to transportation and disposal costs of municipal solid waste 
and construction debris, we are taking measures to increase the efficiency and 
capacity of the facility. Adding to the operational costs of the transfer station is 
the reduction in the value of our recyclables. In years past, the Town received 
income from the sale of our glass, metal and aluminum. Unfortunately, the mar- 
kets for these recyclables has fallen to the point where the Town often must pay 
for disposal of our glass. The scrap metal storage area has also been reconfigured 
to facilitate additional storage to allow us to stockpile metal during periods when 
the scrap metal market is down. We truly hope that all residents using the facili- 
ty will make every effort to dispose of refuse in proper locations at the facility 
and recycle as much as possible. 

The Town-wide property re-evaluation is progressing on schedule. The firm 
of Nyeburg & Purvis is performing the work and expects to be near completion 
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by late summer, 2001, in time for the new property assessments to be reflected 
on the November 2001 Tax Bills. 

Our jobs as Selectmen have been made easier by the many volunteers who 
continue to serve the Town when asked. We appreciate and thank all of those 
devoted citizens for making Freedom such a special Town, and encourage all res- 
idents interested in Town government to volunteer your time.

This was the year of the library! Bids went out in the spring and Peter 
Kondrat was awarded the contract. We broke ground in August and we hope to 
complete the project by February 2001. Our thanks go, not only to the building 
committee, ably chaired by Ed Reed, but to Ellie Thurston and the many 
“Friends” who have managed to keep the library open throughout the construc- 
tion period. 

In addition to their regular help with the operation of the library, the Friends 
put on a Teddy Bear Picnic in the summer and raised a matching grant of $350, 
which fulfilled our obligation to the Libri Foundation. We received new chil- 
dren’s books valued at $1,050 for our completely renovated young peoples sec- 
tion in the addition. The Friends once again hosted the Old Home Week bake and 
book sale and sponsored an English Tea in November. The monies raised will be 
used to match another foundation grant for children’s books that we hope to 
receive in 2001. 

The Trustees interviewed many qualified and enthusiastic candidates for the 
post of assistant librarian and we were delighted that Pat Parker accepted our pro- 
posal. Pat will be working 10 hours a week and we anticipate keeping the library 
open longer. We have a long range goal of bringing our library into the comput- 
er age, which involves cataloging our collection, and many short term goals 
regarding internet access for our adults and our children. 

It is an exciting time for the library and for Freedom. We thank everyone 
who has helped to make this dream a reality.

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TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN & 
STATE FOREST RANGER REPORT 


There are 2,200 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens 
throughout the state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy 
Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, 
and law enforcement. The number of fires reported during the 2000 fire season 
was below average as referenced in the statistics below. Despite this, our network 
of fire towers and detection patrols were still quite busy with the fire towers 
being first to report over 135 fires. These fires were quickly and accurately 
reported to the local fire department for their prompt and effective suppression 
efforts. Wildland fires occurring in areas where homes are situated in the wood- 
lands are a serious concern for both landowners and firefighters. Homeowners 
can help protect their homes by maintaining adequate green space around them 
and making sure that houses are properly identified with street numbers. Please 
contact the Forest Protection Bureau to request a brochure to assist you in assess- 
ing fire safety around your home and woodlands. 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required 
before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are required for any open burning 
unless the ground is completely covered with snow where the burning will be 
done. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws 
of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to 
$2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division 
of Forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. Forest Rangers have investigat- 
ed numerous complaints regarding violations of the timber harvest and forest fire 
laws, and taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have any ques- 
tions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 271- 
2217, or for general information visit our website at www.dred.state.nh.us. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 
contract aircraft patrols. This early detection system and reports from citizens aid 
in the quick response from local fire departments. These factors are critical in 
controlling the size of wildland fires, keeping the loss of property and suppres- 
sion | costs as low as possible. Due to permitting and fire safety concerns, please 
contact your local fire department BEFORE using portable outdoor fire places 
and vessels, including those constructed of clay, concrete or wire mesh. 

Please contact your local fire department before doing ANY outside burning.

HEALTH OFFICER REPORT 


During the year 2000, several issues involving the general health and safety 
of residents of Freedom: The first was the issue of chemicals added to fuel that 
had filtered into the soil, and appeared in test wells in various areas of town. 

The second was a summer concern for West Nile Disease that was carried 
by crows. This evidence showed that two dead crows had been diagnosed as car- 
rying this disease and found in the Manchester area. The State of New York had 
several deaths reported in 1999. 

In regard to the first issue, the Town of Freedom will undertake to have 
water test bottles available to private citizens with their own wells for sample 
testing. There is a system to have the bottles collected and sent for testing. 

In dealing with the second issue of crows, the State is now developing a sys- 
tem of licensing persons or organizations that can be authorized as mosquito 
sprayers to treat areas in which crows have been found with this disease. People 
who find dead crows this spring or summer may place them in a double plastic 
bag, tag it with location and date, and freeze them until collection can be 
arranged. We will have flyers available soon for details and phone numbers. The 
Fire Chief and the Health Officer have further details.

The following is a report of the Freedom Police Department for the year 2000. 

Once again I sit here and reflect back on the past year and can’t believe that 
another year has come and gone. 

In April we put into use the Town’s first 4 wheel drive cruiser, a Dodge 
Durango, and are very impressed with it’s performance. We chose the Durango 
for a couple of reasons. First was the size, the Durango is a midsize 4 x 4 sport 
utility which gives us the space needed yet the power and durability of a full size 
vehicle. The second reason was that Larry Foss and his son Larry of Freedom, 
and owner of Foss Motors in Exeter, helped make the deal financially sound to 
the Town’s benefit. 

Lynn Presby and Dave Chapman of Freedom and North Point Inc. were 
instrumental in helping the Town apply for and receive an $8,000.00 grant for the 
purchase of a records keeping software program (IMC), and the donation of a 
new computer to operate the software. This program is the same program being 
used by most and soon to be mandated by all Police Departments in the State. 

The help from community minded people like Larry Foss, Lynn Presby, 
Dave Chapman and other like Camp Huckins, Camp Calumet and Totem Pole 
makes me proud to be a part of this thoughtful! and caring community. 

In the year 2000 we again tried to be as visable as possible and to concen- 
trate on proactive law enforcement procedures. This year we responded to a total 
of 967 calls for service.
